PUBLIC NOTICE NO 35-ETC(PN)/82 

New Delhi, the 3rd September, 1982 

Sub : Export of processed timber made out of Red Sanders 
wood. 

F. No, 6/8/81-EI. —Attention is invited to the Exports 
(Control) Order, No. E(C)0, 1977/AM(250) dated 3rd Sep¬ 
tember, 1982, on the above subject. 

2, It has been decided that the export of processed timber 
made out of Red Sanders wood will be allowed only on 
production of Certificate of Origin issued by the Chief Con¬ 
servator of Forests of Andhia Pradesh. This Certificate of 
Origin will indicate the quantity of Red Sanders wood acqui¬ 


red by them for the manufacture of the processed under which 
they intend to expert. The quantity of Red Sanders wood con¬ 
sumed in the manufacture of processed timber wil|j>o debited 
by the Customs authorities of the back of the Certificate itself 
each time before permitting export. Even the Red Sanders 
wood consumed for the manufacture of Red Sanders wood 
chips will be debited against the quantities of timber pio- 
cured against the Certificate of Oiigin. In other words, the 
entire quantity of Red Sanders wood timber acquired by the 
exporter for manufacture of processed timber and other items 
should be accounted for in the Certificate of Origin issued by 
the Chief Conservator of Foiesls, Andhra Pradesh. 

3. Accordingly, Paragraph 4A and 5 of Annexure II of 
Volume IT of Import and Expoit Policy 1982-83 (page 34) 
shall be substituted by the following :— 

“4A Red Sanders wood in the form of chips will be 
allowed under OGL, 3 on production of Certificate 
of Origin issued by the Chief Conservator of Forests. 
Andhra Pradesh, for acquiring Red Sanders wood 
and accounting for the quantities consumed in the 
manufacture of chips at the time of expert. 

5. Processed timber of all species, except of Red Sandeis 
wood, will be allowed under OGL. 3 to all per¬ 
missible destinations. However, processed timber 
made out of Red Sanders wood will also be allowed 
under OGL, 3, only on production of a Certificate 
of Origin issued by the Chief Conservator of Forests, 
Andhra Pradesh, for acquiring the Red Sanders wood 
for manufacture of the processed timber.”
